gary.

Count Tisza in replying, endorsed

liquor license matter, it has done s 
with great difficulty and with th 
prospect of trouble within the party 
ranks. 
The legislature,

particulars, has dared to

was advertised in the campaign pro- 
aram. 
Some cf the results, especi- 


ally in taxation, the administration 
is already facing with trepidation 


Some of the things that it did not 


do are worth mentioning. It did not
